Commissioner's is the ppr«omdily that wins

upon (lie Chief Herrclary first, and tin: Heads 
of Departments and Uivisiomil Commanders 
second, falls the la^k «.f reducing 
Hie conceptions ol' Ihe Commissioner 
lo workable schemes, to carry them 
to a successful finish. In all this 
executive work the Chief Secretary 
is the principal driving force, and 
in a large degree is held responsible 
for Ihe success or failure of the 
work in the Territory. 

It may he of interest to our 
readers to know something of the 
system by which The Salvation 
Army carries on its operations, in- 
volving a large annual expenditure 
of money und the employment of a 
great number cf people in work that 
differs very materially in character 
To begin with, the administrative 
work is largely confined to two 
wings— the Heads cf Departments at 
T. H. 0. and the Commanders of 
Divisions. The principal Headquar- 
ters Departments are Ihe Field, 
Editwuil, Kiiiance, Trade, Immigra- 
tion, Properly, Young Couple's, Sub- 
scribers', Candidates 1 , Men's Social 
Work, ami W'oniens Social Work. 

A Divisional Command is a .section of the 
li'rrilnry nvi'r which is placed a Chief Oflloer. 
who is Hie representative of the Territorial 
lleaili|uarlcrs for all branches of Field Work 
that may lie within his coiniuiiiiU, The Divi- 
sional Commander is al-o expected U-, interest 
liiniself in the social institutions, iiiimigra- 
linii operations, arid prison work. To the 
Chief .Secretary these Departmental Heads 
mimI Divisional Commanders turn for a dc- 
cliiralion of the Terrilorial Ccmniis.sioner's 
poliey or an ex-
